W ashington, April 20th.—H enry H urlbut ap­ 
peared before the Foreign Affairs Committee this 
morning. 
He declared th at the whole narrative of 
the “ Go iu, Steve,” telegram, was a profound and 
absolute 
m isrepresentation 
of facts. 
Shipherd 
sought an interview w ith me, and s ated his case, 
and gave me a long narrative of his relations with 
Blaine, and complained bitterly th at he had not 
been well treated by the Secretary. There is no 
tru th in the statem ent that I tcld him 1 had seen 
such a dispatch with a marginal note. 
The story 
he gives of the instructions seut to the ol.l Admiral, 
with a contrary Construction upon the m argin, was a 
story 1 recogniz.d a9 having heard before he re­ 
peated it in a highly dram atic manner, au d it seemed 
likely th at Blaine m ight have told him the story ; 
but 1 never gave him the slightest intim ation that 1 
had seen a dispatch with a marginal note. Shipherd 
has com phteiv 
confused the real facts of the 
incident 
Having heard the story before, it was my 
impression at the tim e of my iuterv ew with Ship­ 
herd th at Secretary B aine had taken this method of 
indicating th at a marginal note m ight have been 
sent to supplem ent or complete the instructions con­ 
tained in the body of the dispatch. 
Tho Peruvian 
Minister related the incident to me. 
He said that in 
a conversation with the Secretary, he complained to 
him (the Secretary) th at the State Departm ent of the 
Government had not taken ju st such a course toward 
Peru, or sriit such instructions to Burl but, aa he 
(the Peruvian M inister) had expected, and the im­ 
pression I gathered was th a t Blaine had told the 
Peruvian M inister this incident to imply th at ho had 
indicated on the m argin of this dispatch his real 
views, which circumstauces did not adm it of his do­ 
ing in a constitutional manner. 
It was simply an 
incident in my mind suggested by the conversation 
with the Peruvian M inister, and I did not think of 
it again until the conversation with Shipherd, when 
his relation of the same story gave me the im pres­ 
sion 
th at 
the 
marginal 
note 
m ight 
have 
been made up on a dispatch to 
my brother. 
W itness' relations with Blaine were friendly. 
The 
Secretary failed to convince witness that he was 
carrying out th e policy of Gai field. 
Never bad 
much faith in hia m ethod, though personally ho 
liked Blaine. 
W itness never heard Blaine disap­ 
prove of the course of witness’ brother, although lie 
had several talks with him about the time tho dis­ 
patch was gent expressing disapproval. 
He read the 
following letter from his brother, dated December 
9, lS^l : 
“ The Chilean papers are full of that in 
fernal Shipherd aud hia pretenses. They h iv e been 
kicked out of this Legation and out of the State 
Departm ent, but he is an indefatigable nuisance. I 
hope Sam Randall will call for all the papers in the 
Departm ent in reference to him and his affairs. 
I 
have sent all hia letters back to the Department, 
and I anxiously desire th at the correspondence be 
made public. 
I have fears — 1 hope net well 
grounded -th a t our Government means to Blide out 
of the American Dorition he/e. 
Mj personal talk 
with Blaiue and Garfield of course will not appear 
in any official correspondence, but it was the motive 
for my action. 
I think they will thruw me over­ 
board unless Congress backs up the American hue 
1 have taken here personally. 
I care little about it, 
but 1 m ust say th at in Blaine’s letter of the 24th of 
November to me there was a manifest disposition to 
hedge.” 
* 
Witness was asked if he could state what his 
brother’s understanding of his instructions were, 
and replied th at he understood th at he was to have 
elastic powers to carry out the policy begun by 
Kvarts, to bring about peace between Chile an l 
Peru, to induce the South American Republics to 
cease war and to prevent the spoliation of Peruvian 
territory beirg made a condition of settlem ent ©i 
the difficulties between Chile and Peru. 
In response to a question, witness said : “ I do 
not understand that Blaine showed a dispatch with 
a marginal note upon it to Elmore, the Peruvian 
Minister, but simply related to him the incident 
referred to to Indicate th at in th at way only could 
he do what he wished to." 
Witness had heaid th at Corbin, a brother-in-law of 
Grant, once owned a portion of the Landre iu claim. 
Stephen (witness’ brother) told witness th at he had 
several letters from Shipherd, and one was a brazen 
attem pt at bribery, and he prop )*ed to show them 
to the President, who had asked him to look into 
Sbipherd's pretensions. 
Witness advised him to 
first gut at the bottom of the m atter. 
Witness 
thought if Stephen had not taken his advice Blaine 
would have gotten rid of Shipherd long beiore he 
did 
W ituess understood th at Biaiue approved the 
plans of the Credit Indu-trial in their efforts to 
obviate tho spoliation of Peru. 
General G rant ap­ 
proved th at view in a letter which Blaine saw. 
It 
was addressed to Elmore, Peruvian M inister, whom 
G rant knew in Pekin. 
He produced this letter, 
which was read. The letter concludes : “ It seems 
to m e proper and im portant th at the United States 
should step in u<>w and s ty to Chile th at she can’t 
oppress or despoil Peru of her territory which she 
may demand as ludciunity and security." 
The Chair announced th at Blaine w uld testify 
Monday, aud the committee adjourned till the*’.

ClliCAOO, April £0rh.—A special says the town of 
Carrollton, La., was struck by a whirlwind Tuesday 
evening. 
A skiff in the river containing three men 
was capsized, and none of the occupants have btcn 
seen since. 
The wharf was lifted ai d carried a 
block distant. 
The noise accompanying the wind 
was like deep thunder. 
Several houses were un­ 
roofed and property greatly d imaged. The German 
Catholic school was completely destroyed, and a 
num ber of persons seriously hurt, but none kil ed 
outright. The damage is estim ated at $¿0,000. 
Other neighboring towns report more or less dam­ 
age. 
Blcomfikld (la.), April 20th.—A special reports a 
dev stating cyclone m this county, which, however, 
by good chance, did not strike any one.

The to nado started at Bradford, and sub­ 
sided seven miles ea*t of Pennsville.

trees of large dimensions were tw itted and up­ 
rooted, houses blown down and fenc s and barns 
demolished. 
An old lady named Bondorf wxs 
killed, and a num ber of others so badly injured 
that they may not recover. 


DETAILS OF THE BROWNSVILLE CATASTROPHE. 
ill. Louis, April 29th.—The Republican* corre­ 
spondent, wri iiur from Brownsville, gives particu­ 
lars of the terrible cyclone. 
lie says th at the wild­ 
est confusion reigned all day. The town was crowded 
with people from the surrounding country, w in 
flocked in to see tho devastation. 
The work of 
clearing the dcbr.s was commenced after the st jrm 
passed, and has been kept up incessantly ever since, 
but it will require several da>s to thoroughly over­ 
haul the rum». 
Two more dead bodies have bren 
exhum ed, aud it ia thought that th e rj are still a 
woman and child beneath the ruins. 
E. G. Big- 
gorshoff was on the street when the two storm 
clouds united and made their terrible rush for the 
town. 
He stood dir ctly in th e line of the funnel­ 
shaped c'.oud, and thinking to get out of its way 
started to run, but had proceeded not m*r t than a 
dozen yards when he was enveloped and drawn up 
several feet above the ground and hurled against a 
brick building, b tr escaped w ithout even a severe 
bruise. 
He says that w bile lie was up in the air and 
within the whirling vortex of the clouds, ho heard 
a terrible, crackling a-und, and could w e m yriads 
of sparks flying round, evidently electrical. 
The 
«term did not la-t more than a m inute, and when it 
passed ail parts of iho town touched was a perfect 
waste 
The fir-t place the storm struck was a two- 
story brick building on the corner of Main aud 
Spring 
streets, 
occupied by 
Myers &: Drien- 
1.1 tig, 
dry 
goods: 
Thomas 
Andrews, cloth­ 
ing; 
A. 
Helstii, 
groceries, 
and 
A. Heim- 
hart, 
hardware. 
Tho 
building 
was 
lifted 
from its foundation and was hurled into the street, 
burying the inm ates and killing three ou right. 
Tho storm then continued northeast, demolishing a 
num ber of dwellings on the way and a brick block 
on Lexington a\enue. 
Seven two-story brick build­ 
ings wc/e also destroyed, and others were badly 
damaged. 
The Brownsville 11 tel, a large two-story 
frame hous*, was completely carried away and the 
tiuiLers scattered 100 yards around. 
The brick 
public school built.irg was cut down to the first 
windows. 
School had been dismissed about fifteen 
m inutes before the storm 
Ih o Christian Church 
was also destroyed. 
About twenty frame and sev­ 
eral brick dwellings were demolished. The aggre­ 
gate loss was at least $150,000. 
The force of the 
wind was so great th at it lifted brick buildings clear 
oil tho foundations, and frame buildings #w*ere 
picked up bodily and twisted into splinters. 
Ca»r- 
pets and furniture in dwellings were carried entirely 
out of town and 1 dged in the tree to is, and lumber 
yards scattered all over the country. 
Several pie.es 
were found a mile distant. 
A house was .carried 
about fifty feet and hurled again6t a brick wall, and 
two miles out in the country a fence rail was driven 
entirely through the body of a cow. 


T he M exican B ou n d ary Q u estion . 
W ashinotox, April 2Cth. — Tho President has 
transm itted to Congress a letter addressed by the 
M inister Plenipotentiary of Mexico to the Secretary 
of Stato. proposing the conclusion of the conven­ 
tion between tho two countries for defining the 
boundary between the United States and Mexico 
from the Kio Grande to the Pacific Ocean, by tho 
erection of durable monuments. 
He also lavs be­ 
fore Congre-s a letter on the same subject, with its 
accompaniment from the Secretary of V\ar, to whom 
the proposition was referred by tho Secretary of 
S u te for an expression of his views thereon. 
The 
President states that he deems it im porU nt that 
the boundary line between the* two countries, 
as defined 
bv existing 
treaties 
a; d 
already 
once surveyed, shouU be run a;.ew and defined by 
suiU ble, perm anent monuments, and says t* a t •• by 
so doing uncertainty would be prevented as to ju ris­ 
diction in criminal and municipal affairs, and ques­ 
tions be averted which maj at any time in the near 
future arise with the growth of imputation on the 
bonier. 
Moreover. 1 conceive th at a willing and 
speedy assent of the Governm ent of the United

Washington, A pril 20th.—Senator Miller ascer­ 
tained, us the result of s> me quiet canvas'ing this 
afternoon, th at it would be impolitic co try to set 
aside the Mississippi river im provement bill, and he 
therefore contented himself w ith giving notice to 
the Senate th at he will call up the Chinese bill as 
soon us the above-me tioced business shall have 
been disposed of. 
He sccompanied this notics with 
the remark that he had been assured by the pro­ 
moters of the Mississippi river bill th at its consid­ 
eraron would not require more than one day longer, 
and in view of this expectation, and of its recog­ 
nized great importance, he w ould not to-day antag­ 
onize it.

This v as in 1869, just alter 
Jesse who was her cousin, had been declared an 
outlaw, with a price ou his head. 
He visited her 
there, and she him at his m other’s, in Kearney. 
Once they hid iu the yaid when the Pinkertous were 
after him. They were m irried at her sister s, in 
Kearney, April 24, 1874, and went to Shenuan, 'l ex., 
making the honey moon on the proceeds of the Blue 
Cut robbery. 
She says Jesse was not in the Hot 
Springs robbery. 
Gadshill netted him only $200, 
and the reports about the proceeds of his robberies 
aro greatly exaggerated. 
They went from Sherman 
to Dallas in September. 
Mrs. Jam es returned to 
Kansas City th at winter, while Jesse took part in 
the Corinth, Miss , and Mancie, Kau.-as, affair. They 
went to Edgefield, Tenn., then to Baltimore. Jesse, 
she aa>s, was not in the H untington, West Virginia 
robbeiy. 
They went back to Nashville. 
While 
there the Baxter Springs, Kansas, and Otterville, 
Mo., robberies were p erfo rated . 
She says Jesse 
w s not in them . 
He was 
dealing 
in 
fast 
horses, 
and 
lived 
there. 
During 
th at 
tim e 
Jesse 
was 
a delegate 
to

State 
Convention which nominated Governor Fisher, and 
was in the first Glendale and Burlington raids 
In 
March he went to Kansas City, and lived there till 
Septem ber 1st. 
The Blue Cut robbery was planned 
here, and the outlaws lived in the house afterwards. 
They moved several tim es in Kansas City, and wcut 
finally to St. Joseph, wbero Jesse was killed. 
She 
says he did not take part in the Kansas City Expoai- 
t :on robbery, nor the stage robberies in Colorado or 
Texas. 
H orrible Murder b y a Lunatic. 
B o sto n, April 20th.—A West Washington special 
to the Commercial to-day says : Mrs. Russell, aged 
79, was killed by her son-in-law, Edwin Prescott, 
aged 63. 
Officers being notified, found the body in

Chiricihuas are related, and always operate together. 
Loco and Y irtoriow ere captains of the Gila A pac: es, 
a branch of the Mesial a oces, which tribe interm ixes 
and co-operates with the Southern Chiricahuas 
At the tim e of the |Chirieahuas’ outbreak last fall, 
L »ro was left on.the reservation with th e familirs 
of Victorio’a tribe and those of Juh. 
If it is true 
th a tJ u h Ins returned, he came for the purpose of 
taking the L >co party and the families mentioned 
to Mexico. 
The route these new hostiles will lake 
will probably be through the Burro mountains in 
New Mexico, and if all the families do not accom­

On receipt of the news here Colonel Schofield was 
the fir.-t man in the saddle, and although the cavalry 
horses were ou t on herd, inside of an hour two 
companies of the Sixth Cavalry, L and B, com­ 
manded by Lieutenants Anderson and Sanks, were 
on the road, with Schofield in charge. They made 
the Apache crossing, eighteen miles, in two* hours. 
Schofield, as well as the officers and men, had only 
one blanket, They struck the trail at the cro- sing 
of the Apache road, aud pursued the Indians until 
they made them scatter in all directions. 
At Ash creek last night it was reported that Juh, 
with his entire band, came in by tho way of Eagle 
creek. 
Humors from E*g1e creek say th at McMaster and 
six other Mexicans were killed. 
M cM att-r was a 
partner of Ge rge Stevens, and had some 4,000 head 
of sheep on Eagle creek. 
There wore about 110 
bucks left, including those of Ju h ’s band. They 
were sent in, and i . is supposed th at there was a 
large force rem aining on Eigle crcck. 
Fears are entertained for the safety of Tom Nsw- 
land and wife, McMnreen and son. Lamb and s<.*n 
and some other parties. 
A party from Safford says at E?g!e creek this 
morning there were three prosp< ctors killed on the 
Apache road. 
The bodies were yet warm when the 
troops came up with tiiern. 
Schofield’s pack train could not keep up with him, 
and he ordered it to return t > F ort I nomas this 
morning. The command having no rations they 
will likely return to their post some tim e to-day. 
Gilson, a freighter, together with his son and a 
hired man, abandoned their wagons about eight 
miles from th e Agency, and made good their escape, 
a part getting lo the branch, the others to the Ban 
Carlos Agency. 
The Indians destroyed the freight, 
shot gome of th e horses and carried the others oft 
with them . They a!?o tried to set fire to the wagons. 
L atk r.—Since writing the above, Stevens writes, 
from Safford th a t there were ten Mexicans killed at 
Eagle creek, including McMaster’s wife and chil 
dren. 
He also states th at one of his Indian herders, 
who was taken prisoner by Natze and Juh, escaped, 
and says th at Newland at d McMureen and party are 
all killed. 
Stevens asks the Government for troops. 
So far wc ha»e heard nothing from the commanding 
officer in the field at Willcox w hether there are any 
troops coming to the assistance of the troops here 
or not. 
The command of Colonel Schofield is now in sight, 
returning by the trail; 
The nanus of the prospectors killed were B u c k , 
Price and Wilson.

some tim e ago learnedly descanted on the great 
Benefits of the northern breezes. 


The President has sent a message to 
Congrecs, inviting th at body to take some 
action, or to express its opinion, in regard 
to the proposed peace Congress of the 
South American Governments. 
He main­ 
tains the right of the Executive to con­ 
vene such a Congress, but be does not 
evince any enthusiasm on the subjsct, and 
indeed intimates th at unless the pending 
quarrel between several of the powers con­ 
cerned can be settled in advance, very 
little good is likely to result from the pro­ 
ject. “ I t was hoped,” he observes, “ that 
“ theee differences would disappear before 
“ the time fixed for the meeting of the 
“ Congress, but the hope has not been 
“ realized.” 
He suggests further that 
“ the Congress contemplated by this invi- 
“ tation cculd only effect a valuable result 
“ by its conclusions eventually taking the 
“ form of a treaty of peace between the 
“ States represented,” and he expresses a 
doubt whether Congress might not “ be 
“ unwilling that the subject of the existing 
“ treaty rights of the U nited States on the 
" Isthmus and elsewhere on this continent 
“ be involved and rendered uncertain by 
“ the expression of the opinion of a Con- 
“ gress composed largely by interested 
“ parties.” 
He therefore is glad to have 
it in his power to refer to Congress the 
propriety of convening the Congress. 
In 
this way the President quietly turns the 
whole question over to Congress, and so 
to speak washes his hands of it. 
And it 
must be adm itted th at the project is one 
which any Executive may well be glad to 
get rid of. 
Chimerical and fanciful in the 
last degree as the scheme was when it first 
emanated from the ambitious brains of Mr. 
Blaine, it has been so used since it was 
made public that no possible good can be 
hoped from it. 
The Governments to which the invita­ 
tion was sent have been made to under 
stand th at it did not mean anything, and 
though it never was at all likely th at seri­ 
ous results could have been obtained from 
such a Congress, of course it became 
impossible from the moment th at the 
change of administration deprived it of 
the support it originally had. 
The idea 
was, however, theatrical and impractical. 
It ignored the controlling influence of the 
interests which, much more than senti 
ments, lead nations to ratify treaties of 
peace, or to engage in war. 
It ignored 
also all the powerful questions of race and 
civilization which have so much to do with 
the progress of nations. 
I t was almost 
as much in the air as the French constitu­ 
tional convention held at the beginning of 
the Revolution, when philosophers thought 
it possible to overturn the existing scheme 
of government and society without any 
friction, and that the people could be man­ 
aged in the most facile way by repeat­ 
ing tc them long extracts from Rousseau’s 
“ Social Contract” and other dreamy liter­ 
ature of the saíne kind. 
Mr. Blaine seems 
to have believed th at it was perfectly easy 
to put en end to wars and rumors of wars 
by resolutions, and th at when once the 
South American delegates had clasped 
hands and taken a solemn pledge of eternal 
friendship and brotherhood, to the music 
of a brass band, and amid the discharge of 
cannon and the waving of flags and cheer­ 
ing of crowds, the whole problem would 
be definitively settled. 
But unhappily the perversity of human 
nature is such th at it cannot be controlled 
in these beautiful ways. 
I t can no doubt 
be persuaded to take such pledgeB, and 
even to sign treaties and other documents, 
but history teaches th at international agree- 


m e n ta h a v e n o v c r yet depended for the 
fidelity of their observance upon any ques­ 
tion of morals, but upon the interests, and 
principally upon the fighting power, of the 
co-signatories. 
No country ever adheres 
to a treaty whose provisions injure it, if it 
is strong enough to break it. 
No nation 
allows its material interests to lapse if it 
can protect them by physical force, no 
m atter what treaties may say. 
And it 
follows th at if all the South American 
States were to agree upon a common treaty 
of peace, it would only be adhered to so 
long as it did not conflict with their inter­ 
ests, which is equivalent to saying that it 
would last just as long as peace would en­ 
dure without any treaty at ail. 
Inasmuch, 
however, as there are at present inappeas- 
able quarrels betweeh several of these 
States, it is already certain that no Con­ 
gress including them all can be held, and 
consequently that no CoDgress capable of 
binding them all can be held. 
But as the 
very success of such a Congress must be 
its catholicity, it should be plain th at the 
time is not propitious for the experiment, 
even from the standpoint of those who be­ 
lieve that some good may result from it. 
It is further quite possible that some of 
the States invited may look with suspicion 
upon the action of the United States in 
the premises, and the more probably so 
since Mr. Blaine, in discussing the Isthmus 
question with Lord Granville, seemed to 
take the singular position that this country 
holds itself entitled to interfere with the 
concerns of foreign Governments existing 
on tno same continent, whenever its own 
interests appear to bo endangered by the 
European connections of 
such Govern­ 
ments. 
As a foundation for a general 
treaty of peace this doctrine must be con­ 
sidered rather embarrassing, and the Pres­ 
ident evidently thinks that the United 
States of Colombia, and perhaps other 
Governments, might avail themselves of 
tho opportunity afforded by the Congress 
to propose now adjustm ents of their treaty 
relations with the U nited States. 
Con­ 
gress, however, can discuss the question 
now as much as it pleases, and as the 
Peace Congress must plainly be postponed 
until the guests have stopped fighting 
among themselves, there will be plenty cf 
time for consideration. 
W hy Mr. Blaine 
should be particularly gratified by the 
President’s message, however, we confess 
ourselves unable to perceive. 
For cer­ 
tainly the President has not indorsed the 
project, but on the contrary has thrown as 
much cold water upon it as he conveniently 
could. 


IMPORTING 
SERVANTS. 


The San Francisco liulltlin, answering a 
correspondent who suggests that white do- 
mcstic servants could be imported to take 
the place of the Chinese, seems to think 
tho plan feasible, and says " a servaut girl 
“ worth having would be quite willing to 
“ have the cost of her passage deducted in 
“ installments from her wages.” 
F ortu­ 
nately there are precedents to guide U3 in 
this business. 
The experiment of im port­ 
ing servaut girls has bren very thoroughly 
tried, and it has almost invariably broken 
down, for reasons which seem fatal to any 
arrangement of the kind. 
In many of the 
British colonies special organizations have 
at different times undertaken to carry out 
shiploads of domestics, aud contracts have 
been drawn by which they bound them ­ 
selves to serve their employers until they 
had paid back the cost of transportation 
and other incidental expenses. But though 
a great many of these girls made admirable 
wives for settlers, they could not be kept 


in service, and as the contracts were de­ 
clared cot binding whenever the Courts 
were resorted to, the people who had fur­ 
nished the money found themselves heavily 
mulcted in the end. 
The same kind of 
thingh as often been tried in this State 
and on this coast in a small way. 
Girls at 
the East or in Europe have been found 
ready enough to enter into contracts, and 
have come out, but on their arrival nine- 
tenths of them have flung up their engage­ 
ments on finding th at wages here were 
much higher than at the East or wherever 
else they came from, and they have either 
married or gone into service at the market 
rates, and left their employers in the lurch. 
We are justified in saying th at this has 
been the almost universal experience of 
those who have tried the experiment of im­ 
porting servants, and therefore we do not 
see any ground for concluding that it 
would be practicable to make a success of 
the business, no m atter how it was man­ 
aged. 
The one fact th at it is impossible 
to compel the fulfillment of such contracts 
is enough to make them of no effect. 
Of 
course there are here and there exceptions 
to the rule, but we have encountered a 
great many case3 of the same kind, and it 
seems to us th at they all ended in one way. 


CHILE 
GROWS 
SaUCY. 


The Chilean Government, it is reported 
has notified the naval officers at Callao 
th at henceforth 
their mail must 
pass 
through the hands of the Chilean authori­ 
ties. 
This is construed as an intimation 
that the national existence of Peru must 
not be recognized any longer, or th at Chile 
intends to supervise all communications 
between the U nited States and the Pe­ 
ruvian people. U ntil we know more of tho 
circumstances it would not be just to con­ 
clude that this action was meant to be a 
deliberate insult to the U nited States. 
It 
seems, however, quite possible th at it is 
one of those galling pieces of arrogance 
which great and victorious powers are apt 
to exhibit towards their feebler neighbors. 
And it must be confessed th at if Chile re­ 
gards herself as a more powerful country 
than the United States, we have only our­ 
selves to thank for her sudden access of 
pride. 
The grim and incontrovertible fact 
th at we do not possess a navy capable of 
teaching even Chile a useful lesson in case 
of need, m ust be recognized, though Jere 
Black seems to have forgotten it strangely 
when he suggested th at Great Britain 
might be induced to release the Irish sus­ 
pects “ through fear.” 
I t would certainly 
puzzle a better lawyer than Black to say 
w hat Great Britain has to be afraid of 
under the circumstances. 
W hen Chile can 
insult us w ith impunity we can hardly be 
in a condition to strike terror into the 
heart of tho first naval power in the world. 
And it is lamentably true th at even if in 
this case it turns out that Chile has in­ 
sulted us, it will be very difficult to 
discover w hat we are “ going to do about 
it 1” 
Of course we could declare war 
against Chile, and in the course of six 
months or a year wo could build or buy 
a navy capable of whipping her. 
But 
while this navy was still in the womb of 
the future she would be making things 
very unpleasant for us, ard by the time 
we were ready for her she would have 
destroyed so much property that we should 
have to annex both Chile and Peru in or­ 
der to indemnify ourselves. 


M OLTKE’3 
L E W S 
OF 
AB3ENCF. 


It is said that Marshal Moltke has been 
granted an indefinite leave of absence, and 
th at this is interpreted as meaning that the 
German Government anticipates a long con­ 
tinuance of peace. 
Such a construction, 
however, may take too much for granted. 
The military situation in Germany is al­ 
ways in so advanced a state cf readiness 
for every conceivable emergency that the 
absence of Moltke may mean ve:y much 
les3 than is supposed. 
That great organ­ 
izer has not lefc much to depend upon in­ 
dividuality. 
He has long since committed 
all his plans to writing, has arranged all 
his combinations, has 
provided against 
every contingency, lias in fact built so per­ 
fect a machine that it works automatically, 
and can be relied upon even in the absence 
of the inventor. 
If he should die to-mor­ 
row—and he is so old th at his death may 
occur at any moment—it would still be 
possible for his country to fight campaigns 
which he had thought out, and to avail 
herself at every step of his genius and fore­ 
sight, 
The truth is that he has brought 
the military organization to such a pitch of 
perfection that he is able to absent himself 
indefinitely without danger, and those who 
conclude that the peace of Europe is as­ 
sured because he is about to take a holi­ 
day may be very far out in their reckoning. 


THE 
GARFIELD 
MEDICAL 
SERVICES. 


The minority report of the House Com­ 
m ittee on the medical servicos rendered to 
President Garfield is captious and unreas­ 
onable as regards the amount to be paid 
the physicians, but by no means so in its 
protest against the changes in the status of 
the army surgeons. 
W hatever arrange­ 
ments it may be proper to make with re­ 
gard to these latter should he made in a 
different way. 
Congress should not under­ 
take to interfere with tiie direction of mili­ 
tary affairs by such methods. 
The criti­ 
cism upon the extent of the compensation, 
however, is not just. 
The physicians can­ 
not be measured by ordinary standards in 
a case of this kind, and to make Mrs. Gar­ 
field pay the hills would bo so contempti­ 
bly mean and parsimonious a proceeding 
that it would disgrace the Congress that 
consented to it. 
There is, however, no 
danger that any such blunder will be com­ 
mitted. 


ARCTIC 
SPECULATION. 


George Kennon, the Siberian traveler, 
has given up all hopes of the rescue of De 
Long and his party. 
He thinks, from his 
personal knowledge of the country and its 
resources, th at the explorers must have 
perished within three weeks of the time 
when the two eeamen left them to find 
relief. 
He also thinks th at the people of 
the Rodgers were probably burned out of 
the ship so suddenly as to be able to save 
little or nothing, and th at they may there­ 
fore ho in desperate straits if not relieved 
speedily. 
The grounds of Melville’s re­ 
cent allegation, th at he still hoped to fiod 
De Long alive, have not been made public, 
but unless he has received some positive 
intimation to th at effect it certainly would 
seem almost impossible for the missing 
party to have survived until now. 
Their 
silence alone in fact appears nearly conclu­ 
sive as to their fate. 


“ All of a sud ien," as the saying goes, the opium 
importers at San Francitco have been taken by the 
throat. 
A shipm ent arrived by the mail steam er on 
Tuesday, and the brokers, on tendering the duty 
fees, were completely taken aback by the refusal to 
accept and the information th it the Government 
had ordered not only th at no more opium sbali bo 
landed, but th at the 100 packages now in bond arc 
liahle to seizure, and will be taken by th i customs 
authorities. 
This action is based on a clause cf the 
new Chinese trea'y positively prohibiting th e Im­ 
portation of opium into the United States by Chi­ 
nese subjects. 
The only wonder is th at the Govern­ 
m ent officers did not disoover this prohibitive clause 
before.

h e c i t i z e n s o f f r e e p o h t . a b o u t t h e 
middle of July last, agreed to have a Grand 
Reunion and Picnic of Farmers, Grangers and Citi­ 
zens, to be held at Beach’s Grove On tr.e first day t f 
May, and to th at end procured the privilege off .Mr. 
Beach of his Grove for that purpose. 
Mr. RiehJ, of 
Freeport, wbo keeps a saloon at. That p’ace, and who 
has in years past arranged to suit himself the picnics 
held at Beach’s Grove, took exceptions to the move 
made by the pcop’e, who are composed of farmers, 
Grangers and citizens, and ho went to Mr. Beach, 
procured the Grove for the 4th of May, and adver­ 
tised in the R ecore-Union and “ Ees ” th at the 
regular Grangers’and Farmers’ Picnic would be he’d 
on the 4th of May, The fact is, he has taken the 
responsibility of doing all this w ithout consulting 
the G angers and Farmers, and without any guaran­ 
tee th at he represents their wishes, for he is neither 
a Granger nor a Farmer. 
Now, the first nan ed parties propose to make a 
gucce s i t the affair, as to numbers, to make it re­ 
munerative also, in this way : To rent to some 
party, or parties, the privilege of selling all light 
drinks (excluding the sa'e of alcoholic drinks), ice 
cream, oranges, etc.; also the privilege of cooking 
and furuidh ng inca's for the benefit of these wish­ 
ing them ; and, after paying for the use of the 
grounds, the balance they propose to pu t in the 
School Fund of th at District. While the first-ram td 
parties propose to conduct the affair in the interest 
of reform and education, the second parties propose 
to remunerate their own p ckets. 
At Enterprise Grange, April 4th, a retimon of all

From an authoritative source it ia learned 
that to-morrow evening a meeting of the offi­ 
cers of the First Artillery Regiment will be 
held, at which a proposition will be made 
that is probably the most important ever 
brought before the regiment. From what 
can now be ascertained, it appears that a 
well-defined p an will be presented for secur­ 
ing to the regiment a large, safe and in ail 
respects excellent armory. If the plan can 
be carried out—and just now. say officers of 
the reginjent, there seems nothing to prevent 
it—tho armory will not only be secured, but 
the city will aUo be advantaged by h-iving 
one of the largest public halls in the State, 
and there is no town or city in all California 
that ia in such urgent need of a good and 
very commodious hall as Sacramento. It is 
this consideration that is one of the moving 
reason 3 to the action that is proposed f-hall be 
taken. It is held that what is needed hero is 
a very large hall upon a ground floor, that 
shall bs fitted up with galleries and a concert 
stage or platform, that such room may be 
U3td for public receptions, State and other 
conventions, masquerades, regimental drills, 
4th of July celebrations, school festivals, 
balls, partie», fairs, etc., where an assemblage 
of from 1,000 to 2,000 people is expected. As 
it now is, the only place available for large 
gatherings is the Pavilion, and the miserably 
defective acoustic properties of that room, 
with its worn and unyielding floor, the im­ 
possibility of heating it, and the coat of deco­ 
rating, Btagiug and seating it, combine to 
make it a place rather to be avoided than 
otherwise. The men of the regiment 
have long complained bitterly about the 
discomforts and risks incident to drilling in 
the Pavilion, and the poor accommodations 
afforded the companies that have of neces­ 
sity to keep their armoiies there, and which 
have to be removed on the recurrence of etch 
State Fair. The proposition ¡3 to take the 
offer that is made for the rental of a prop­ 
erty on Ninth street, between I and J. The 
building is as yet incomplete, but the con­ 
tract, if closed, calls for the landlord to com­ 
plete it, and that can be done immediately, 
or at least so that the regiment can occupy it 
on the 4th of July. If completed it will 
make a hall on the level of the high grade, 
bat sufficiently far from the line of the street, 
160 by 60 feet, with galleries around three 
Rides, and capable of seating not less than 
from 2,500 to 3,000 people, while the floor 
space will accommodate an entire rpgimcnt in 
line. The present plan is to cut cff the front 
30 feet for four company armories, giving 
each a room, above 30 by 30, and below 30 by 
20. with a 20-foot front entrance, and to cut 
off for a stage a space 20 feet deep by 35 feet 
in widtb, or eucü size as may be deemed 
necessary. Tho rentals the companies now 
pay for armories, if segregated, will 
about pay for the rental of the new place. 
The low grade tl >or will be ÍDciuded in the 
lease, and be utilized for the storage cf guns 
of the artillery, harness tents, camp equip­ 
age. etc. The cost cf fitting up the hall with 
seats and permanent decorations, and of 
lighting it and keeping it in repair, clean and 
ready for sub-lettiug, it is estimated will he 
met by the rental income from the public 
uses to which the hall will be adapted. Tne 
gentlemen who have figured on the matter 
are careful business men, and are confident 
not only that the regiment will incur no 
financial risk, but that the new armory will 
be a source of profit to it, as such a hall is so 
greatly needed here. The entire matter will 
be discussed at the meeting to-morrow mght, 
and there is, from the present expression, 
every reason to believe, by those best in­ 
formed, that the plan thus roughly outlined 
will be adopted, and that inside of two or three 
months the regiment will be housed in an ar­ 
mory in keeping with ita importance and worth. 
The city of Nevada has an armory hall that 
is very nearly as large as the one proposed 
here. If the regiment carries out the pro­ 
posed plan there will be no excuse for worry­ 
ing Secretary of State Burns any more for 
the use of the State Capitol. It may be here 
stated that that officer some time ago in­ 
formed the reporters that the Capitol will not 
again be granted to parties for any private 
purpose. The Secretary says he has broken 
away from the old practice just as soon as he 
could, and that having now done so, he in­ 
tends t« adhere to his decision It will be 
granted hereafter only for State Conventions, 
Gubernatorial receptions, assemblages of the 
people on important State matters and occa­ 
sion!, but that the last private ball, fair or 
exhibition has been held there while he is in j 
office.

cerned, and avoid expensive and complicated 
litigation.”

The State Medical Society rr.et at San 
Francisco Wednesday. 
Dr. Tyrrell, the 
President, delivered tbe annual address. 
Dr. W. S. Thorne read a report of the 
Committee on Practical Medicine. Referred 
to the Committee on Publication. 
The Board of Census reported favorably 
upon G. P. Lee, Merced, Medical College of 
the Pacific, 1876, and Herman Valler, Sacra­ 
mento, ditto.

After adjournment the Society visited the 
rooms of the Academy of Sciences, upon in­ 
vitation, to inspect tho Crooker-Stanford col­ 
lection.

Briggs read tbe report of the Committee on 
Opthilmology, and Dr. A. Barkan gave an 
exhibition of opthalmic and auraie instru­ 
ments.

How to C an F ru it.—Glass and stone 
jars are the only kind to use, for the acids 
of fruit will not be healthful if preserved 
in tin—and they can be purchased very 
cheaply. Nearly all the fruits retain then 
flavor better if they are steamed instead of 
stewed, as they are not so much broken up. 
To four pounds of the fruit take one pound 
of lump sugar, as it is less subject to adul­ 
teration. Fill the jtrs within two inches 
of the top with the fruit; melt the sugar 
in very little water, and turn it, boiling 
hot, upon the fruit ; place the jars in a pan 
of bailing water, aud let them steam about 
ten minutes, or until the fruit, by the ex­ 
pulsion of the cold air, has been forced to 
the top of the jar ; put the cover on at 
once, with a cloth, so as not to burn your 
hands, and screw it down tightly while in 
boiling water ; set the jars on the table to 
cool, and if aDy bubbles appear in them, 
take off the cover and boil again nntii the 
fruit is again forced upwards. Fruit in 
this manner will keep its flavor perfectly.

JESSE JAMES, 


THE INPAM0U3 AMERICAN BANDIT. 


J e s s e Jam es was the son of a Baptist 
M inister. 
He was born in the year 1845, in 
the State of K entucky. 
His brother F rin k , 
who was as- ociated with him in his career of 
crime, is a younger man, who is reported to be 
living in Texts under an assumed Dame, 
and to be completely reformed. 
W hen Jesse 
was a year old, his father removed to Clay 
county. Mo., where he cultivated a farm and 
also officiated as minister. 
H e died in 1849, 
but the widow continuad to reside in Clay 
couuty, where, in 1857, she was married to 
Dr. Reuben Samuels, a resident there. Jesse 
was an educated man. 
The college which 
had the doubtful honor of (riving him culture 
was that of Georgetown, Scott county, Ky. 
A t the outbreak of the civil war both he and 
his brother 
Frank volunteered to 
enter 
the Confederate 
servios, but 
were 
re­ 
fused on account cf their extreme youth, 
the 
elder 
being hut sixteen. 
He was 
present at the s-ck of Lawrence, Kan., 
and boasted of the number of persons 
he killed on that occasion. 
W hen, in 1805, 
Q aantrell was killed and his murderous band 
broken up, Jesse and his brother returned 
home to Olay county, Mo . and lived quietly 
for several years. 
In 1868, in association 
with the Younger brothers and George Shep­ 
pard, who had been with them in Qoantreli’s 
band, he and his brother F rank went to the 
races at Lexington, K y., and while on their 
way homa robbed the bank at Russellville, 
K y , of 814.000, and tied to Texas with their 
booty. 
Jesse’s next exploit was th at of rob­ 
bing the bank at Gallatin, Mo., in which 
Frank, the Youngers and others were con­ 
cerned. 
They murdered Beveral persons in 
this robbery, and fled to Texas for safe hid­ 
ing. 
Six months later the Jam es brothers re­ 
turned to their homo in Missouri, driven out 
of Texas in consequence of their having 
killed several of their comrades in a quarrel 
which took place at a dance-housa. 
A t the 
head cf a party of seven, including Bis broth­ 
er Frank and the Youngers, Jesse, in the 
spring of 1870, robbed the bank of Corydon, 
Iowa, in broad daylight, carrying off thou­ 
sands of dollars in a sack. 
T hat fall, after 
attending the races at Lexington, K y., they 
and f mr of tho Youngers, also brothers, rode 
up to the bar.k at Columbus, entered, cov­ 
ered the President, cashier and a citizen in 
conversation w ith them, with pistols, gath­ 
ered all the money together they could, shot 
the cashier, who made an outcry as an alarm, 
and rode off with their gains. 
B ut all the 
previous exploits of the Jam es’ was surpassed 
in darii g by the next, performed by them in 
connection with other well-tried associates, 
Tnis was on the 26th of September, at the 
Missouri State Fair, held in K si °as City, 
and attended by as many as 30,000 persons. 
W hile a race was in progress between E than 
Alien and another noted horse, they rode up 
to the office of M r. H all, treasurer of the 
fair, who was counting the cash received dur­ 
ing the day, assisted by a young man. 
Both 
of these persons were awed by presented pis­ 
tols, and nearly §10 000 taken from them. 
June, 1873, they threw a train from the track 
rear Council Blnffs, and several persons were 
killed and wounded, and the robbers got 
much booty. 
Stages and trains were there­ 
at er robbed and heavy plunder Becured. All 
attem pts to arrest Jain-s failed. 
One of 
Pinkerton’s detectives was caught by the 
hand, tied to a tree, and rid lied with bullet*. 
In a fight they killed P inkfrten’s chief < ffi- 
cer and Sheriff Daniels. In 1S75 they robbed 
a train and got 825,000, and a bank in W est 
V irginia; another train in Missouri, aud got 
815,000. 
They attacked a bank in Minnesota 
in 1876, aud were reeLted by armed citizens 
and three of the robbers were killed. 
Oc­ 
tober, 1879 they robbed another tr,.in, aud 
to k $35.000. 
The last robbery was July, 
1881, when they plundered a trsia on the 
U ick Island and Pe >ria Rrilroad. 
Jes.-e 
Jam es was killed April 3d in St. Joseph, 
Mo , where ho w.»*livinga* “ Tom H ow ard.” 
He was shot by Robert Ford, who had been 
one of his gang. 
Ford and his brother 
Charles have been tried aud convicted of the 
murder, and the Governor of Missouri has 
promised to pardon and reward them.
